is malicious invedtives, and join with him

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in decrying his Enemies (as ſuch wicked menofſten ex- 
pee) When the factious Schiſmarick ſhall _ your 
iſion to his ill-natur'd Sentiments, or ſhall put 
upon the breach of Peace and Unity, (the preſervation 
of which, is the higheſt Duty, and even the very ſub- 
ſtance of Chriſtianity) ro latisfie a frivolous ſcruple, one 
of the leaſt concerns of true Religion ; or in ſhort, per- 
[wade you #0 as evil that good may come, nay perhaps hur- 
ry you upon the moſt execrable evil ro. ſecure a good 
that in greateſt probability you may never want. Ia (uch 
like Cales you muſt not buy your peace at ſo dear aRate, 
but prefer the Peace of God and your own Conſciences be- 
fore a baſe compliance with the worſt of mankind. 
Now from theſe obligations the Caſe of offence or 
ſcandal will eatily be decided. If it be a matter purely 
indifferent, we ought to comply rather than offend our 
fellow Chriſtians: But if it be againſt our natural 
Rights by which we mult ſubſiſt, or the poſitive Law of 
God, every one can ſoon reſolve his Conſcience. If that 
thing, indifferent in its own nature, be determined by 
ſecular Authority, the Cale is as plain, for ſurely we 
muſt rather obey the Magiſtrate, than comply with a 
weak, or rather perhaps a ſtubborn Brother. x. Becaule 
it 15 the ſuperiour Obligation. 2. Becauſe the Magiſtrate 
wil! have nopower lett to him at all, if not in indiffe- 
rent things, for others __ of themſelves, or before. 
3. Becauſe we have the moſt expreſs command from the 
Goſpel to obey the Supreme Power in all things that 
are not contrary to the Law of God. Therefore the 
breachof peace muſtlic upon thoſe that withour caule 
take the offence, and it cannot be anexcuſable infirmi- 
ty: And tho our Saviour denounces a * wo to that man 
by whom the offence cometh : Yet he ſeems little leſs than 


to exclude from a blefling him that unjuſtly will be of- 


fended, when he ſays * Bleſſed i be whoſoever ſhall not be 
offended with me. Having 
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Having laid down the Chriſtian obligation in the 
fulleſt extent to follow the 4pofile's Rule of Irving peaxce- 
ably with all men ; and thole Reſtraints from the wicked- 
nels of ſome mens diſpolitions, by which an «&s«/ peace 
mey be impoſſible ; 25 allo the unlawfulneſs of a general 
and popular compliance in all cafes : It will be neceſſary 
for our further incitement to the performance of this 
Duty thus regulated, to conclude with the great diſad- 
yrantages in the non-performance, which will redound 
ether, 1. To the Publick, or, 2. To one another, in 
private Converſation. 

Firſt, The great Milchiefs to the publick from turbu- 
kat and unquiert Spirits. | 

The Body Politick, whether a Kingdom or Com- 
mon-wealth, however vaſt and bulky it may ſeem, is a 
frame or conſtitution as tender and ſubjeQto indiſpoli- 
tions, as a Body Natural: And there is no Member in the 
one or the other, tho' never ſo remote or inferiour, bur 
byits malignity may eaſily diſturb and ſometimes de- 
troy the whole. Every SubjeQ whatloever hath his pe- 
culiar Station and Office, 1a which all that he doth, is 
dot for his own peculiar Good alone, but more eſpeci- 
ly ought to be for the good of the Publick , the pub- 
lick peace being his own preſervation, And to that 
End he is to quit many of . bis own leſler Rights, which 
tx might otherwiſe juſtly ſtand upon, to ſecure to him- 
elf protection trom the Government in thoſe that are 
eater, and by which he muſt ſubſiſt. And ſurely then, 
tho' he hath the liberty of thinking, and may be as fond, 
& he pleaſes, of his own thoughts, it is the moſt caſte 
lubmifſion to follow publick Orders in all external con- 
formity, where the matters are indifferent, and where 
the Law of God hath not interpoſed, altho' thoſe Or- 

ders be not ſo agreeable to the projets or model pf his 
own brain. Governours — are ſometimes for- 
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c&d to do more for peace ſake, when by publick conni- 
vance, Errors and ptions go unreformed, for fear 
of ſbaking the Fabrick by any extraordinary motion:

aid in the Church, a ſingle Heretick by ſuch mealures 
bath ſometimes brought over the beſt ſhare ia the Chri-. 
tian Wortd, 

Nay a lictle man may do the buſinels, a mean and in- 
conſiderable wretch may puſh down the Governmenr :, 
We need not go as far as Naples for an inftance of this, 
aature,our late confulions can ſupply us nearer ar hand, 
when the lowelt of rhe people, bale and. mechanick, 
threw our, the Kins and ihe Church, the Nobility and. 
Gentry, and turned the Government uplide down; ad- - 
rancing themſelyes into the high places. And if we run, 
back theſe diſturbances ro theit firſt Origin we may.find 
them begun by not above two. or three poor ſedurions 
Villains, nay perbaps the foundation farlt laid by fome 
ae ſingle pittifal Pamphletecr ar ad 66a 
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how diſmal were the Calamities? Thusa Plague or Þg 
ſtileacial Diſeaſe at firſt begun in ſome poor C 

or in ſome narrow by-itreer or Lane, nored for poye 
brawls and filth ; next creeps into the houſes of the 
moſt opulent Citizens, at laſt affaults the Palaces of 
Nobles and Princes, and [q ſpreads its Mortality over 4 
whole Kingdom. 

If an injury to a private perſon be ſo grievous a fin, 
that it remains unpardonable without fatisfaRion, 
where it can poſſibly be made: How far greater muſti 
be to a Community of men, where the miſchiefs may 
be ſo diffuſive and irreparable, and the ſufferers ſo nume- 
rous. Should any one, not deſignedly, but by an unhap- 
py accident ſet his Neighbours houſe on fire, by which 
- his Goods and all that he had, ſhould be burnt; it would 
certainly grieve him, if he had any tenderneſs, all the 
days of his Life. Is it a lels evil to raiſe a Combuſticnin 
the publick, or ſera —_— in a flaifie « How greiv- 
ous then were the (ins of rhe Ring-leaders of our late 
Rebellion, nay of every one that moved bur a finger in 
the curſed Cauſe? And we have never yet heard of a 
particular Repentance, or ſo muchas an acknowledg- 
ment of their Crime: They have adapted itto their Con- 
ſciences, and reiolved the higheſt villany iato an aQion 
well intended, and fo ir paſſes off without regret. ltis 
true, they have received an A of Oblivion, and fo for- 
givenels of the injury from their offended Prince, the 
priviledge of Romiſh finners to have abſolation before Pe 
nance: Burcertainly the great Judg of Heaven and Earth 
muſt have another account for the blood of his people, 
and hath no where promiſed to remit ſuch mighty 
Crimes upon a general or flight Repenrance, or in- 
deed none at all. 

Take heed of faQtious Principles the ſeeds of ſo ma- 
ny Calamities: take heed of venting and promoting any 
diflikes againſt the Governmear in Church or State of
